During the past summer, » the 
Territorial Department of Agricul- 
ture has had under way a very _in- 
teresting. investigation of the ine 
of the different grades of wheats. 
Many farmers think that there | 
too wide a spread in the money val- | 
ve placed on the various grades 
and that the Jower grades are near- 
ly ps valuable for milling pur- 
poses as the higher ones. In ‘or-| 
der to determine if there was any | 
truth in this, the department se- 
cured eight bushel samples of 
wheats grown in the Wolseley and, 
Sintaluta districts, and sent them 
to Winnipeg, where they were grad- 
ed by Mr. David Horn, then for- 
warded to Professor Robert Har- 
court, Chemist of the Ontario Ag- | 
ricultural College, for analysis. | 
Samples of these wheats were ana- | 
lyzed, then each lot was ground | 
separately, careful note being made 
ot the amount of flour and offal ob- , 
tained from each. ‘Che resultant | 
flours were analyzed seperately and | 
then three baking tests were made | 
from each lot at different dates. 
This work being practically com- | 
pleted, the department is now pre- 


the results obtained. This will be 
issued shortly and sent to all per- 
making application for it. 

this week sample loaves made 
trom the flour of the different grad 
es, were received at the . depart- 
ment and carefully examined both | 
by departmental officials and ex 
perienced bakers of the city, Al 
though five days old the bread ar- 
rived in excellent condition. The |

very good loaf of bread and a great | 
surprise to all who sawit. Another | 
interesting loaf was that made from 
No 4 wheat, this also was a little | 
dark in color, still it was a loaf such | 
as many would be very glad to} 
get.

The Nun's Headdress. 

Very few persons, says a French pa- 
per, know the origin of the headdress 
which so many puns wear and which 
hides so much°Of their faces.
